“It has put Pack government owner- 
ship for fifty years” was one of the 
charges made by Mr. Borden :¢a!ns! 
the government's Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway potecy, and is a sample of the 
wildness of statement which has char> 
actenzed the opposition to that policy) 
oth m parhameat and press. Mr. Bor- 
den did. not follow up his attack by him- 
selt declarmg for government owner- 
ship. The statement was merely made 
to catch the ear of advozates of govern- 
ment ownership wrtbout -commutting 
the leader of the opposttion ar his 
party to tbat policy, a sample of 
politicai pettifogery which cannot aj- 
peal to an intelligent country. An ati- 
titude which :t is well to compare with 
that of the government towards this) 
same principle, on this very project. 

Nothing could be further from the 
trath than that the governmeni’s 
Grand Trunk Pacific proposition has 
set back the pohcy of government own- 
ership o! railways. On the conirary, 
it marks a distinct advance in a speci- 
fic policy of government ownership and 
contro] of ratlways. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific proposais must be considered in 
connection with the provisions of the 
railway cOmmission bil] introdygced and 
passed at this session of parltament, 
which lays down the principle of, and 
provides machinery for, controlling the 
railways of the counirv in the bieneat | 
of the people as had never hitberto been 
#hOaght of, much less undertaken, 1! 
Canada. Up to the present time a pro 
vision for government contro! had but 
nttie meaning, for the control was ai- 
most solely exercised in adjusting dis- 
putes between rival rai!way companies. 
The idea was that railway questions 
should be dealt with from a railway 
standpoint . But under the commis 
sion bill railway questions will be deajt 
with from the standpoint of the pub- 
fic interest and requwements. So that 
pow when referenee is made to public 
control of railways, actual and no 
merely noOmmal control is meant, 
So much for railways generally and for 
the provisions of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific charter ,for government con- 
trol of rates, running rights, etc. 

As for the Grand Trunk Pacific itself, 
one-hall of its total Jength, from Monc- 
von to Winnipeg, is built and owned: ab- 
edlutely by the government as com- 
pletely as is the Intercolomial railway. | 
Surely the building of 1,800 mies of 
railway. the absolute property of the 
government, is not an adandonment of 
the principle of government ownership. 
ft is true that this part of the road is 
to be rented to and op»rated by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, but the very fact 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific paying rent 
to the government, establishes beyond 
question ithe government ownership of 
the road. Ownership means contro! 
tn all ordinary cases, but in the present 
case speciai provision is made for goy- 
ernment control of rates, for govern- 
ment contro! of running rights to be 
allowed other companies, and an agree- 
ment as to equal rates on all traffic 
to Canadian as compired with United 


States ports. If the company dcfaults|: 


wm the rental of fails in carrying out 
any of tts agreements, the governmen 
as absolute Owner is necessarily privi- 
feged to terminate the lease, and is 
then im a position to take such other 
course or make such other arrange 
ments as may seem god. 

To the questen as to why the gov- 
ernment, having buil* the road, does 
noi operate ™, the reply is that the 
experience Of Canada in operating the 
{ntercolénial railway, to pul it mildly, 
does pst esiablish whe advisability of 
government operation. This is mark- 
edly true under the late government, 
and it as tre to a lesser degree un- 
der the present government. There 
are disadvantages meoess:rily att ich- 
ting tO government Operation of a raii- 
way, which are avoided in oocration 
by a company; and as well there are 
advan‘ag:s ac Cmpa ying governy ent 
ownersmp of a_ railway, aside from 
operation, as compared with corpora- 
tion ownership. in the case Of gov- 
ernment ownership there are no lixed 
charges to be borne excep’ interest on 
the actnat cost of the road.

But un- 
fortunately, there are too many of 
the people of Canada of like oginion 
with the Jeadcr of the opposition. For 
good or bad reason they are not in 
favor of government ownersbip; basing 
their opinions chiefly on the result of 
the amnagement of the Intercolonial 
under the late government. There are 
sp2cial reasons why the railway from 
Quebec to Winnipeg should be owned 
by the government, which reasons do 
not apply toe the seciion of the road 
from Winnipeg to the Pacific. The 
country between Winnipeg and Que- 
bec 1s not and never will b2 a pro 
ducing country to the same degree that 
the country west of Winnipeg will. 
Railroads west of Winnipeg are col- 
lectors of traffic, but a road from Win- 
nipag east is chieJiy a carrier of traf- 
fic. That bemg the case, while there 
is room for a number of railways in 
the west, there is not room for such 
a number in the east; and in fact, all 
things considered, it may fairly be said 
that at present and for many years to 
come there 1s only room for one. If, 
thén, there 1s only room for one, that 
one should be the eastern outlet for 
all the railroads west of Winnipeg 
which desire to use it. This object 
cOuld only be absolutely and satisfac- 
torilly attained by the government 
owning the road. 

There being room and need for a 
number of railways from Winnipeg 
west, these railways being creators as 
well as collectors ot traffic, there was 
not the same reason for the govern- 
ment absolutely owning any one of 
them, as there was for its owning the 
only one from Winnipeg east. A gov- 
ernment Owned railway from Winnipeg 
to the coast would not supply the re- 
quirements of that country, which 
must be met by a number of lines. 
One government Jine might, and no 
doubt would, have-a wholesome effeci 
in controling rates on all lines, but it 
is believed that a like resylt can be 
achieved to a greater degree at far 
less cost by adopting the principle of 
assistance by guarantee of bonds and 
maintenance of control of rates.
